Drama Festival. He was Judging 
the McGill Arena production of 
'Naked,' the only Arena entry in 
the Festival. Mr. Newton, who be- 
gan his acting career at Cam- 
bridge, has had long and wide ex- 
perience with almost every phase 
of^theafce. He' Is also author ot 
many books on theatre, a contri- 
butor to theatrical Journals, 
the editor ot 'Play-Time.' 

Speaking of Plrandellb. the. au- 
thor of 'Naked.' Mr. Newton said, 
"I am concerned with the extent 
Pirandello turns what he has to 
say Into theatre.

It has 
punch and drive, and intellectual 
vigor."

Communist 
speakers arc allowed on the campus; Commu- 
nist material may appear in college papers. 

Canadian students may continue to study 
without an immediate fear of the draft, and 
the universities are still receiving governmen- 
tal support. 

We hope that this attitude will continue. 
If war actually breaks out, of course. Commu- 
nist parly members will have to be picked up. 
But this can surely be done without making 
disagreement with the status quo a punishable 
sin. Conscription will have to be instituted. 
Bui university students should be allowed to 
take their training during summer vacations 
and at least the top half of the class allowed to 
finish their courses. 

For ihé current system in the y.S. is folly. 
A Continuous stream of educated people is not 
a luxury but a necessity if the fr^e world is 
to survive. — R,F.

In the past few months, I have 
tried to suggest, by reviewing mis- 
cellaneous exhibitions in the city, 
some of the multiplicity and vari- 
ety in art forms which Montreal 
galleries and museums have offered 
the general public. Many|pt these 
exhibitions have been experimental 
in their nature— all have been in- 
.teresting and genuine examples of 
work being done by Canadian and 
European artists. Novelty and orig- 
inality, convention and tradition, 
have been mixed in many of them, 
and the old and the new have been 
shown aide by side. From the very 
nature 'and number ot the^hibi- 
lions we may sense a Vcryfraal 
presence of working artists in our 
midst. 

However, a very curious alti- 
tude still reflects itself In Cana- 
dian response to art'Of all kinds. 
And tbii exists In a reluolanee to 
look at art as anything more than 
a frivolous pastime, a pleasant 
playing with color, and especi- 
ally, no work for a man In the 
strong sense of the word. Figures 
given recently In an article In the 
tOaily reflect svch an attitude, I 
believe. In the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment al McGIII, "women out- 
numlicr the men overwhelmingly 
In all yram and acrounted for all 
but eltht nf the total registration 



of forty-nine during the 1040-50 
session," I doubt very strongly 
that these figures would make 
anyone believe thai women were 
bcller artists than men and more 
fit for the fine arts by nature. 
No, I believe that It rcf leeta the 
common attitude of the public 
towards male artists. The obsol- 
ete conception on the artist wear- 
ing a lierct and a flowing tie, and 
generally making himself effem- 
inate, has by no means died out. 
It would allll lake a young man 
with extreme faith In his own 
ability to say oulrighl that he 
wished , to: become, an artist to a 
stem father who believed that he 
should become an engineer, how- 
ever unfit he may really be for , 
that field. 

It is only comparatively recently 
that authors and musicians have 
crawled out from under: a pall of 
like nature. And, ot course, the fact 
that a man must earn enough to 
maintain himself, and, probably, 
a family, U in itself a deterrent to 
becoming an artist as a profession 
instead of a hobby. There appar- 
ently is just no place in our society 
for a battalion of artists no matter 
how valuable their contribution or 
how brilliant their conception may 
be. Until this situation can be rec- 
tified, enrollment in Fine Arts De- 



the, by creating a reality, which from 
time to time is discovered to be 
vain and illusory."

Norma Springford revised "Nak< 
ed'' especially for Arena Wiiig. The 
first act is rather slow and there 
seems to be a lack of dramatic con- 
tinuity with the final two acts. 
However in the second act, Mrs. 
Springford reveals Pirandello's 
theme In a dynamic interpretation 
that is a tribute to her theatrical 
intuition. After the breathlessnest 
ot the emotional rapport between 
Ersilla and Grotti, the third act Is 
a slow fine climax. 

In the complex role of Ersilla, 
Kim Jones presented a moving in 
tcrpretatIo*n. Her tendency to 
underact in' the first act was mag- 
nificently overcome In the breath- 
taking scene with Grotti In Act 
Two. It held the audience spell- 
bound from the moment of Grottt's 
entrance, and the teamwork here 
showed precision and- ability. In 
her final scene, she managed to put 
across the tangled emotlo'hs and 
cloudy idealistic reasoning charac- 
teristie of Ersilla, in the line mon- 
ologue ending "AU I wanted was a 
decent dress to die In . . . Tell 
them I died naked." Her voice, 
facial expression, and body move- 
ments combined here to create a 
really fine stage personality. 

John Howard, as Nota, the au- 
thor, played this unobtrusive rnlf 
with sincerity and understanding. 
At the right moments he dominat- 
ed the scene effectively, and then 
dropped back to the part of Ersilia's 
sympathetic adviser equally well. 
Intense 

As Grotti, Oimltrius CodounlTTl!- 
fered a fascinating study in passion. 
As an actor he was at all times 
under control; as Grotti, he was 
convincingly intense and dynamic. 
In the exciting scene with Ersllia, 
he played to perfection, never laps- 
ing into the melodrama the scene 
could so easily have become. 

Mary Taylor was very good as 
the excitable matron, Onoria. She 
threw herself into the part, and 
the result was continuously realis- 
tic. As "comedy relief", she played 
well. Her delivery of the line "What 
a team you would have made — 
she telling lies, and you writing

**Our Town'^—ReaKty Realized

Lea Compagnons without, pre- 
Judloe and Avith a keen appréciai 
lion of the artistic and broad- 
minded Canadian audience has 
produced an original adaptation 
of Thorlon Wllder's "Our Town." 
The Iranalalion and produelion of 
"Notre Felll Ville" is due mainly 
to the Initiative of Father Legault 
and his collaborations, who saw 
In "Our Town" more than a re- 
gional itory of a small vitiate, 
but the powerful and human ren- 
dition of simple; souls fighting 
fate and death, ^ 
"Our Town" (1938) is knotln to 
many; for it has been played hun- 
dreds of times on the stage and 
seen on the screen. It is the story 
of Emily Webb and George Gibbs, 
their families and their village. Tliis 
work introduces us to a figurative 
and expressive style, as for exam- 
ple, «. character has to |o through 
sii unexisting door; hé will appear 
to open this invisible obstacle and 
the public will automatically under- 
stand that he enters into a room. 
It docs require the use of a lot of 
imagination and Wilder wishes lo 
have us feel part of the action,, to 
bring us as close as possible to it 
fithoush he still keeps his dU- 
tance. This pantomime lias great ef- 
fect on the play and replaces cos- 
tumes, settings; tha stage is strip- 
pwl .of all seentry. Las Compag- 
nons' black and white architectural 



background, designed by Robert 
Prévost emphasizes this- extreme 
absence of color which remains the 
same nil through the three acts (ex- 
cept for two minor changes). 

Wilder is a painter of manners 
and customs; his language Is very 
simple In the descrip\ion . at the 
average American family's daily 
life. The French adaptation is an 
attempt to render the delicacy of 
mood in the original; this is not en- 
tirely successful but acceptable if 
y^u- consider Wllder's intrinsic 
pôetry, hi^ abstraction, style and 
mysticism. 

Pessimism' on Destiny 

'^Vhat does the author wish to 
teach us? His pessimism on the des- 
Uny of man makes him believe that 
everyone follows an eternal fatalis- 
tic cycle. "We come into the world, 
we get married (a natural inclina- 
tion) and we die." Only the simple 
individual, the poet understands 
and feels true happiness, because 
He stops looks about him and is 
able to face reality and think pro- 
perly. The others are blind, ego- 
tistic and inhuman.' 
.Ttie first act is the best, com- 
bining action, wit and novelty. We 
meet the Gibbs and Webbs families, 
and the villagers. In the second 
.ict we witness the marriage of 
Oorge. Gibbs and Emily Webb 
which shows a wide range of amo- 
tions and natural feelings. Tha 



third act déstrôys the unity of the 
play, gloomy with little ietion, it 
is depressing. The symbolism 
strikes our imagination too quickly 
and creating an atmosphere of un- 
easiness. However it does illus- 
trate the profound value of the 
play and its psychological aspect. 

The east ia composed of more 
than S2 characters and ail per- 
form well. But praises fall on 
narrator Vves Latoumeau for a 
splendid Interpretation. Special 
mentions must also be given lo 
Rence David aa lender-hearted 
Emily Webb and to Guy Hoffman 
aa the good doctor Gibbi.
